and arranges them so that thay don't Inter-

fera with ane another. For Instance, it Ia
always better to do the heavy work, llke
serubblng, In the forénoon, mo an to be
neat in the afternoon when callers oome.
Some mistremies don't pay any attention
to the girl's schedula and muddls up her
work, nnd then hlame hér for not making
n good appearance, It's hard enough ta be
tidy when you're over a hot stove -or on
the floar serubbing.'

The long hoturs are & sotirce of complaint
among  servant girla, Miss Powera sald.
There Is no law that protects tham, na It
doea mirl workers In factories and large
establinhments like hotels and restauranis,
They are on duty from dawn to dusk. Cus-
tom, not law, has decreed when the girl
shall have her time "o 1In the country
and suburbs the spare time which a domes-
tlo enjoym Is somewhat greater than that
of the city mald. Tha general rule Is a
full day every month and a half-day avery
other Sunday for freedam. In some homes
tha liberty periods are lengthenod; in
others they are shortemed. Thers's the rub.
